including groceries, dry goods and clothing, 
are notas cheap in Manitoba and the North- 
wes: as they are in any of the Easterns 
Provinces. The addition of freights will 
aleo range all heavy wares, in quotation, ia 
close contrast with the same goods in other 
parts of British America. 

As is a natural inference the causes that 
lead to low prices of imported goods lead 
te high prices of native products, anda word 
will furnish the proof. The great bulk of 
the farming popu ation, which at best, as 
we have shown, is but small im proportion 
to the whole, is of recent srrival, aud have 
commenced ‘o raise, except wheat, but 
little more than they require for their own 
families and the next year's seed. This 
leaves a large town pepulation, with a large 
annual immigration to be supplied by a 
limited number of ola settiers, and the 
great demand of course occasions extremely 
high prices, At the time we write (July 
1884) last year’s crop of potatoes, brings §2 00 
a bushel in the markets of the larger towns 
and are scarcely to be had at that. 
Towards the fali ot the year all vegetables, 
beef, dairy ani similar products are to be 
had in reasonable quantities at fair figures, 
before the wintcr sets in, but after that all 
lines go up to fabulous prices, and remain 
there until the next season’s crop matures 
again; and this will be the unfailing erder 
of things until the old resident population 
bears many times the proportion to the 
towa snd annually arriving populations, 
that it does at present. Taking the large 
area et fertile coun:ry to be s-ttled up into 
account this will mut be fur many years to 
come. 

Another important matter for the intend- 
ing emigrant to remember is that the mar- 
kets are not all concentrated at a tew points 
in the country. Winnipeg being the large 
centre of the country, 18, of course, the 
chief market and always drawing from out- 
lying districts; but as the cther towns and 
vil.ages are at resdectable distances from 
one another and as settlement is being 
made in every corner of this great domain, 
active demand for the natural products of 
the soil, and of agriculture in general, is 
met with in every corner of tue country. 
As well as in agriculture, there are fortunes 
to be made for the next half century to 
come in horticulture, fruit growing, dairy 
products, poultry raising, &c. As a matter 
of course it requi.es syme capital to prose. 
cute thes; lines of industry as they ought 
to be prosecuted, but as it requires that in 
any country to succeed im any line of busi- 
ness, this cointry har no exceptional dis. 
advantages, but inany prominent advantages 
for the industrious citizen and the enter- 
prising capitalist. 

Although the country is essentially agri- 
cultural and every established interest must 
be made subservient to that line of industry, 
there is nevertheless a large number of 
manufacturing industries alr. ady established 
and room fur many more of kindred char- 
acter and others entiiely new, as the coun- 
try becomes morc populated.

His 
color is the result of taking nitrate of silver 
as a medicine, and be is a living example of 
@ cruel penalty that science impvuses for a 
desperate cure. 

A reporter, whose curiosity overcame his 
hesitancy at approaching so delicate a sub- 
ject, strolled across through the clover field 
yesterday and engaged White in conversa- 
tion. 

“Will I tell you about myself?” said he. “I 
don’t mind. Sit down bere by me on the log 
and I'll do the best I can. I suppose you 
want to know what secured me this color. 
It is from nitrate of silver I have taken. 
Twenty-five years ago—yes, more; for 
it was a good deal before the war—

Enormous Flow of Desert Springs=

The Mojave desert is a succession of vast 
plains and mountain ranges. The soil is not

What convinces one of this 
is the fact that the desert along the railroad, 
having received an unusual supply of the 
distilled spirits of heaven during the last 
two months, has bloomed with amazing fer- 
tility, and the land. as faras the eye can 
reach, presents the aspect of a garden-bed of 
variegated flowers, darkly rich in their set- 
ting of emerald green. Here and there are 
little patches of bariey, where the seed has 
dropped by accident. Near Fenner station, 
almost in the center of this desert, fifteen 
acres of barley are growing, showing every 
evidence of rapid and healthy progress. 
With the averaze rainfall of the valleys of 
California—eight or ten inches—this great | 
desert could easily be made to grow the 
cereals.

Apparently as indices of nature’s inten- 
tions, oases are scattered at intervals over 
the desert. No lofty mountains stand near 
to act as receptacles and reservoirs, and 
whence comes the enormous flow that breaks 
from these desert-springs is a secret for sci- 


ence to solve. The only reasonable 
theory is that they flow long dis- 
tances in subterranean channels. These 


desertstreams rise to the surface thus mys 
teriouslv and disappear in an even more in- 
comprehensible manner. In the northern 
portion of this desert a stream of 1,000 inches 
bubbles to the surface in the midst of an al- 
most endless plain. A ool of about twenty 
feet in diameter is formed, and the water is 
thrown with such force to the surface that 
no living being can penetrate to any depth. 
Weighty iron chains float on the surface like 
corks. This stream debouches upon the | 
plain, and, after traversing it for several 
miles without abatement, the entire volume
